And, hands raised and fists 
clenched against the intolerable 
vision of de Gaulle's “Algerian 
Algeria" he somehow = sym- 
bolised all the weary bitterness 
of it all as he delivered himself 
of speeches thal grew more and 
more Uke  epigrammatic bulle- 
tins of hate. 


‘He was the new champion of 
discontented Army men and the 
more reactionary of the million 
French setilers farming five 
million fertile Algerian acres. 
He was a leading champion of 
the “French Algeria’ cause: the 
standard-bearer of such hodies 
as the 40,000-strong National 
Rally of French Repatriates from 
North Africa and Overseas, 

And, though only by implica- 
tion, he avas a passible candidate 
for the presidency. 

Salan’s position must not be 
misrepresented, so soon after 
gun-barrels have gleamed among 
the April dlossum in Parts, and 
fearful eyes have been raised 
towards French skies for “Les 
Paras." 

Disenchanted and 62, he 
slipped back into Algeria ns no 
man of destiny, He was one of 
a fourfold would-be junta of 
rebellious — generals, Almost 
certainly, It seems, he had 
played litle real part in directing 
from his Spanish exile the recent 
ominous uprisins:. 

They ore nenrer the truth 
who sce him as a cool, cunning, 
erey-black eminence behind the 
movement: a bonding agent for 
the forces of anti-de Gaullery. 

It was a decivive plunge from 
oMelal grace that projected this 
ageing, honoured general Into 
this latest explosive situation. 
But Jt was not the first time that 
Raoul Satan has sat on © pow- 
der-kog; and there was nothing 
nudden about the heavy Gallic 
logic that got him there = (his 
mind, someone once sald, is ‘as 
nimble a3 a 20-ton tank"). 

It atl bewan = pretty conveu- 
tionally, <A native of Rogttc- 
course (Tarn), a young Selan 
graduated from Saint-Cyr in 
1919 aud enlisted in the French 
Army the same year. 

From sub-licutenant, he was 
promoted as “safe” by a succes 
sion of governments. By 1944 
he had risen to ®Brigadicr- 
General, and! by 1046 to General 
of the Army (Ficld-Marshal).

Early service wilh North 
African regiments equipped him 
with a useful working knowledre 
of Algerian conditions, Since 
then, Salan has never been able 
to sce how the French Afmy 
could just pull out. :
